Both Yugoslavia and Italy have apparently given

W ith the Trieste issue 
settled. Russia’s time worn excuse for not moving on 
to a settlement of the Austrian question will be 
worthless. 
There i* more reason for optimism over Trieste 


today than there has been for years, There is also 
good reason for keeping fingers crossed.

West Virginia State Police last 
night said they have completed 
investigation in the death Satur­ 
day of Clarence Triplett Dumire, 
72. of Limestone, who was wound­ 
ed by a rifle bullet November 12, 
and threw out any possibility of 
murder.
